“Well, Mr. Haase, I’m interested in this sort of thing. 
I’d like you to let me know when you plan another meet- 

ing.“ 

Mr. Haase was delighted to get my home address and 
promised that I would hear from him soon. He has no 
intention of stopping. He has to be stopped. 

Haase's new group is called Americans For Peace.“ 
Former members of America First are being solicited for 
membership. Haase himself was an active member of 
America First and was chairman of the Speakers Bureau 
of the Brooklyn Chapter. 

His invitation to the meeting that is now called off 
was addressed To My Friends Who Were. Formerly Mem- 
bers of America First.“ The invitations were numbered 
and stressed the secrecy of the gathering. Besides working 
for a “negotiated peace” with Hitler, Haase is interested in 
using his revived America First outfit for re-electing 
defeatists to Congress.

They open the 
way for the fuller mobilization of the 
colonial and oppressed people based upon 
deeds which will insure and convince India, 
Africa and the peoples of Asia that they 
are fighting for their independence and 
freedom and not for a return to the old 
policy of “imperialistic intervention.”

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A Conference Vitelly Needed 


The following communication was received 
from a group of progressive New York women.

Hull’s Policy to Finland Plays Into 
Hitler’s Hands, Slaps Loyal Finns Here

The policy of the U. 8. State 
Department toward Finland is 
hampering the full mobilization of 
Finnish-Americans behind our war 
effort. 

The approach of the State De- 
partment, that Finland is fighting 
a so-called independent war, is the

The Finnish Minister of Justice 
Sederholm revealed in an article 
in the Swedish mazine Svenska 
Ditekriftin (No. 2 of this year) that 
“immediately after the conclusion 
of the Moscow peace Finland put 
all her available resources and 
manpower reserves inte building a 
Second Mannerheim Line. The 
population knew very little about 
this. Preparations for war were 
kept secret.” 

HITLER ARMED FINLAND 

It was no secret to Hitler, how- 
ever. He supplied the arms and 
munitions—the arms captured from 
defeated France. Hitler was ex- 
tremely generous with arms. 
Premier Risto Ryti, in his speech 
of June 26 declaring war on the 
USSR, confessed that when he said 
that the army “is equipped and 
armed much better 0 in the last 
war.” 

But Hitler gives acinar away. 
In return for arms German troops 
took over Finland, unofficially at 
first but today quite openly. Hitler 
took no chances with his Finnish 


* base for war against the Soviets. 


As early as Sept. 25, 1940, German 
troops were stationed in Finland.

23. And Hitler knows an ally when 
he buys one. 

In view of these facts it is hard 
to see how Hitler could further 
“compromise Finland further in 
the eyes of the anti-Axis world” 
(as Secretary Hull said) by his 
visit to Helsinki. The medal he 
pinned on Mannerheim was for 
services rendered —- and those to 
come. Nor is it a question of 
“forcing” Finland into further co- 
operation. Finland is giving Hitler 
all she can. 

The food situation in Finland is 
grim. To relieve the food shortage 
the government requisitioned 50 
per cent of all seed grain from the 
peasantry last winter. This spring 
the seed shortage plus lack of la- 


In the lumber and wood refining 
industries, which before the war 
employed 200,000, only 60,000 are 
employed today.

In the past year or so he has been called upon 
many times to appear at benefits, rallies, meetings 
and the like for speeches, and he has responded 
with some of the most profound remarks made by 
anybody, anywhere. 

Joe never speaks long, but he says a lot, and almost 
always hits the spot right on the head. 


Like that speech at Madison Square Garden at a Navy 
benefit show in which he said, We'll win this war because 
we are on God's side,” taking the old slogan of the im- 
perialist Kaiser of Germany in 1914, “Gott is mit uns,” 
and changing it around perfectly. 

Or the time when many Negro people were succumb- 
ing to the propaganda of the appeasers that there were 
too many evils at home to fight a war abroad. 

Joe Louis squelched that with a terse, wonder- 
ful, “Yes, there are many things wrong here, but 
Hitler won't fix them.”
